STRIKES MENARD COUNIY 


Over One H undred la s e s Are Re* 
ported 
iii 
1 'mum unity— (liic a g o 
Has Made G reat Progress in Pre­ 
venting T his D isease. 


Physicians o v er th e state, as well 
as those in te rested in public health 
questions, 
a r e 
doubtly concerned 
ovci the m a t t e r of typhoid fever in 
IPinois. 
N o tw ith s t an d in g the pre- ! 
caution? advised th ro u g h the State 
Hoard of H e a l t h , in several locali­ 
ties an epidemic of th e 
diecase has 
been reported. 
In Petersburg 
and 
Menard county an epidemic exists, 
in lac* to such a g re a t extent th a t 
the Board of C o u n t y Commissioners 
of Menard co u n ty 
have requested 
the State Hoard of Health to take 
charge of th e w ork of suppressing 
the disease. 
N a tu ra lly health a u ­ 
thorities have a t t r i b u t e d the unu su ­ 
al wet season to th e prevalency of 
the malady, yet this cannot be whol­ 
ly a cause as in som e sections of th e 
state typhoid is alm o st unknown. 
Some co m parison of tlgures rela­ 
tive to typhoid furnishes food for 
thought. 
Chicago has a population 
of 2,185,283 ac co rd in g 
to the last 
census. 
From a report of Dr J o h n 
Dill 
Robertson, 
commissioner 
of 
health of Chicago, 
the number of 
cases of ty phoid fever in Chicago at 
the present tim e 
is unusually low. 
There were 82 cases of fever report- 1 
cd during the m o n t h of August 1915, 
as compared with 128 cases during 
the same m o n th la st year, and sev­ 
eral of th em did not originate 
in 
the city. 
T he s a m e decrease in th e 
number of cases is also shown in th e 
death rate. 
T h e r e were l l deaths 
from typhoid fever in August, 1913, 
as compared with 17 in August, one 
year ago. 
Since Sept. I, there have 
been reported 6 4 cases against 87 
for the same period in 1914. 
From 
this report it is seen that Chicago 
has one case of typhoid fever 
for . 
about every 26,000 people, which is ' 
certainly a low rate. 
In Jacksonville with a population 
of 15,326 it is es tim ated that during 
tell month of A u g u s t there were 15 
cases.

Stephen A, Forbes, s t a t e entomol­ 
ogist, nab issued the f o llo w in g impor­ 
t a n t warning to fa r m e r s relative to 
t h e dangers from t h e H e s s i a n fly; 
“O n th tober 2 ot la st y e a r I sent 
to a thousand Illinois p a p e r s a ariel 
n o t i c e of the fact t h a t t h e volunteer 
w h e a t grow ming in tile s t u b b l e fields 
w aa very heavily infested t h r o u g h o u t 
t h e sta te by an c a n y g e n e r a t i o n of 
t h e Hessian fly, p re se n t t h e r e In all 
s t a g e r from the young l a r v a or mag­ 
g o t to the winged insect, j u s t begin­ 
n i n g to emerge and lay its eggs on 
t h e leaves ol tho y oung w h e a t of the 
r e g u l a r sowing. 
F a r m e r s were con­ 
s e q u e n t l y earnestly a d v i s e d to plow'

Since England was so many years 
his home and because his parents and 
other members of the family livo 
there, Percy Jenkinson is a most in­ 
terested observer of great war events. 
Recently Mr. Jenkinson read in the 
dispatches of an air raid 
which 
took the Germans very close to Mid­ 
dlesbrough, and as his father is n o w 
at that city visiting a daughter, Mr. 
Jenkinson was very much concerned 
as to the welfare of his father. 
Yesterday he received 
a letter r 
from his father telling 
something 
about the raid.. 
Middlesbrough 
is 
on the northeast cr,ast between York 
and Durham counties. 
A great ship 
yard and iron works are both located 
there and the raid was evidently de­ 
signed for the purpose of doing dam­ 
age to the iron works and the ships 
in course of construction. 
It seems, 
however, thai: the airship 
did not
